Judge Jonah J. Goldstein 
that 


Hirschl, in jail since his arrest, 
had been of aid to the slate and 
therefore Hie prosecution's otlice 
consented to the 
manslaughter 


plea. 
Judge Goldstein set April 


20 for sentencing. Hirschl faces 
a maximum sentence up to 20 
years. 


Eli Shonbrun, Hirschl's nephew, 


and John D. Cullcn were electro- 
cuted in Sing Sing Prison for 
murder on April 29, 1943, nnd 
Madeline Web. former model and 
dancer, also convicted of first de- 
gree murder was sentenced to a 
life term at the Westfield State 
Prison at Bedford Hills. 


Miss Webb, a native of Still- 


water, Okla., was convicted of 
having lured the 52-year-old refu- 
gee to her apartment where Shon- 
brun and Cullen gaged her and 
trussed her with wire. 
Stealing 


a diamond ring, they left Mrs. 
Reich to suffocate. 


Hirschl told Judge Goldstein to- 


day he had discussed the robbery 
with Cullen, Shonbrun and Miss 
Webb and had bought a pair of 
wire nippers used in binding Mrs. 
Reich, and had accompanied the 
others to purchase tape and wire. 
He also told the judge he had 
waited near Hotel Sutton while 
the robbery took place and went 
with Shonbrun to a dealer in an 
effort to sell the ring. 


Hirschl. who described himself 


as a jewelry salesman, admitted 
he had received a suspended sen- 
Jence on a petty larceny convic- 
tion about 25 years ago. 


Telling Judge Goldstein that the 


district attorney's office agreed to 
his request to change his plea, the 
judge-asked: 


"Do you think you are doing 


' We right thing?" 


"Yes sir," Hirschl replied. 
The four were indicted for first 


degree murder on March 18, 1942 
»nd Hirschl was held in jail to 
•wait trial separately when the 
others were convicted on May 29, 
1942.

Minister Churchill is expected to 
jive the House of Commons an 
eye-witness account of the new 
western front offensive as he wit- 
nessed it yesterday on a visit to 
.he Rhine's east bank. 


Churchill almost certainly will 


appear in the House before its ad- 
journment Thursday for the Easter 
mliday, and it was felt he would 
not miss the opportunity to des- 
cribe the opening phases of what 
he has called "the big heave."

call while standing at the shatter- 
ed western end of the bridge at 


esel. Guided by I.t. Gen. William 


:f. Simpson, commander of the 
•s'inth Army, the Prime Minister 
md inspected recently occupied 
areas and had returned to the west 
hank when a German shell crash- 
ed 50 yards away. Chruchill was 
leering through binoculars at the 
•cmains of the German town of 
Wesel at the time. Other enemy 
shells landed in the river nearby. 


Churchill earlier met Field Mar- 


shal Sir Bernard L. Montgomery, 
Field Marshal Sir Alan Brooke, 
chief of the Imperial staff. Gen.

The Mediterranean Allied Air 


Force, carrying out 2,500 sorties 
yesterday, set a new low in losses. 
Between 500 and 750 heavy bomb- 
ers making saturation raids on 
four airfields in Czechoslovakia 
and Austria lost two of their num- 
ber. Thousands of fragmentation 
bombs were showered on fields 
which the Germans had used to 
oppose the Russian advance, and 
caught a large number of German 
planes on the ground. One forma- 
tion of Mustangs caught six fight- 
ers just as they were taking off 
and shot all of them down. 


A tank factory near Prague also 


was well covered with bombs by 
Liberators.

LEST WE FOIIGKT 


The American Marine at Iwo Jima established 


an uncrasable fact that Americans can die, too, if 
iced be. We do not, like the Japanese and other 
East Asiatics, believe that to die Tor a country is 
the only way to serve It. We are not careless with 
.he lives of our sailors, soldiers and marines. 
For 


instance, as much as In our hearts we know that 
[nany. perhaps even our own, will not return, we 
contribute as no people ever did, to such organiza- 
tion as the Rod Cross, to bring to our own chil- 
dren the gentle help and friend-shiri of a civilian 
organization that represents th6 whole people of 
the country. We, Americans, 
believe that 
life 


should he saved at any cost; we do not think of 
our hoys as expendable. 


Yet, if need be, they pit themselves against the 


impossible and the unattainable. And they win. 
[wo Jima is a monument lo that fact. 
The so- 


called degenerate democracy, as the totalitarians 
lul it,.tlie soft gum-chcwcrs, the panty-wuists wfio 
iked lo jittcrbue when the lle-mcn of the totali- 
:arians were drilling nnd saluting, walked 
up a 


neach Into a volcano, fought as no one ever did hc- 
'ore, and pushed a larger body of Japanese into the 
sea. Let no man question tho bravery of the Jap- 
anese at Iwo Jima; they fought for their Kmpcror 
true and bravely. 
But our marines were better 


men. They were Tree men. The fought for God 
and flag and the right of every maij lo human 
liberty. They won. 


Those who died at Iwo Jima nnd those who, 


while alive, will be crippled forever, ought not lo 
be forgotten. They were among the very 
first 


Americans to set foot on authentic Japanese soil. 
They knew when they went in, that it was the 
toughest assignment. Every man was in a suicide 
brigade. • Every man was 
giving his 
life. 
The 


marines have an historic reputation for bravery, 
but seldom have they been culled upon to do any- 
thing like Iwo Jima. Seldom has any* army been 
called upon lo sweep into death without even a 
chance—and to w-in in spite of lhat. 


And when this war is over, names of places will 


be put on monuments and lliose of anolhcr genera- 
tion will see Iwo Jima and they will pass wonder- 
ing. What is Iwo Jima? 


It is a symbol of Ihe superiority of free men 


over slave menlalilics. It is an evidence that de- 
mocracy does not weaken the fibre 
of man; it 


gives reign to free will and therefore to the in- 
itiative and capacity of each individual. It is proof 
that men of all races, religions, creeds, 
political 


ideas, economic ideas can fight the enemy rather 
than each other, uniting upon what they hold in 
common; in a word, that the mind and spirit of 
man need not be controlled and regimented by gov- 
ernment or anybody to produce fighting capacity 
and brave patriotism. Iwo Jima proves that had 
Japan remained true to the spirit of Emperor 
Meijl. to tlie friendship of Commodore Perry and 
Townscnd Harris who opened that country to the 
enlightenment of American civilization, her sons 
and ours would not today be buried in a volcanic 
waste. 


So let us build a memorial to Iwo Jima—a 


memorial that 
will mark 
its 
symbolism. The 


marines are of the Navy, and this was a naval 
battle. 
Therefore, let us borrow the Three Way 


Altar of the Navy, a single altar lhat serves the 
three religions of Western civilization, Judaism, 
Catholicism and Protestantism. This altar does 
not combine these three sectors of a single truth: 
It does not lessen in any aspect 
the 
differences 


among these three variants of truth—in fact it 
emphasizes the idea that within unity there arc 
• independences and differences, for is 
not 
God's 


house of many mansions? 


Let us build a memorial, a permanent memorial 


in New York or Washington or in some other place 
of great population, around this Navy altar 
Am 


let us inscribe upon the walls of stone the names 
of all who died at Iwo Jimn. Anil then people wil

FEAR 


While the number of cases of neurosis or ner- 


vousness and emotional conditions in World War II 
is large it is less than in World War I when we con- 
sider the number of cases that arc able lo return to 
the fighting lines. In civilian practice the psychia- 
trist is able to spend an hour or several hours with 
the one patient whereas in army life this is noi 
possible. In order to prevent these emotional dis- 
turbances medical officers often speak to groups 
at one time on various aspects of army life so that 
should fear, anxiety or other disturbance arise the 
soldier will know what it is and what to do about it 


In War Medicine, n department of the Journa 


of the American Medical Association, Lieutenant 
Colonel R. Robert Cohen. Psychiatrist. Army of the 
United States, outlines a series of talks to newly 
enlisted soldiers. One of these talks was on fear. 


"War is n dangerous business. Any dangerous 


job carries with it dangerous possibilities to those 
who take part in it. We all know that. But we 
know, too, that if the cause is worth iviiile then so 
is a chance with the dangers involved. )Vc have our 
country' lo prolecl. We hnvc our homes, our fam- 
ilies. our jobs, our liberlies. everything we holt 
dear, to preserve. The man who says he isn't afrait 
doesn't know what fc.ir is or else lies lo "kid" him- 
self. Therefore unless we arc fools or liars, we wj] 
xdmit sonic (car. 15ut wc can behave effectively 
despite our fear."

In the Western Pacific (delayed) 


—The first- time you see a plane 
land on a carrier you almost die. 
At the end of the first day my 
muscles were sore just from being 
all tensed up while watching the 
planes come in. 


It is all so fast, timing is so 


split-second, space is so small— 
well, somebody said that carrier 
pilots were the best in the world, 
and they must be or there wouldn't 
be any of them left alive. 


Planes don't approach a carrier 


as they would on land—from way 
back and in a long glide. Instead, 
Ihcy almost seem to be sneaking 
up as if to surprise it. They're in 
such an awkward position and fly- 
ing at such a crazy angle you 
don't see how they ever land on 
anything. 


But it's been worked out by 


years of experience, and it's the 
best way. Everything is straighl- 
ened out in the last few seconds 
of flying. That is—if it works. 
' Anything can happen in those 
last few seconds. Once in a great 
while the plane loses its speed and 
spins into the water just behind 
the ship. And planes have been 
known to ram right into the stern 
of the ship. 


The air currents are always 


bad. The ship's "island" distorts 
the currents, and makes the air 
rough. Even the wake of the ship 
—the waters churned up by the 
propellers—have an effect on the 


air through which the planes must 
pass. 


If half a dozen planes come in 


successfully without one getting a 
"wave oil" from the signalman, 
you're doing pretty well. For land- 
ing on the deck of a small carrier 
in a rough sea is just about like 
landing on half a block of Main 
street while a combined hurricane 
and earthquake is going on.

Mood of Practicality It War Phenomeioo Swetpii( 


States at Present 


— UAVIU LAWRENCE. 


Washington, M a r c h 26 — A 
trange mood of "practicality" is 
weeping the United States at the 
moment. It is one of the pheno- 
mena of the war most difficult to 
xplain. It cxtolls "compromise" 
nd looks askance at those who 
nsist on adherence to "principle." 


One wonders what the soldiers 
nd sailors will think of it when 
hey come home—whether they, 
oo, will join the ranks of the so- 
ailed "practical" who says "prin- 
iple" is theoretical or idealistic. 
5ne wonders, on the other hand, 
whether the service men will not 
ee through the sham of the "prac- 
ical" philosophy and ask some 
carching questions. 
For if it is right to be "prac- 
ical" in 1945, why wasn't it right, 
hey may ask, lo have been 
practical" in 1939? The records 
how that Russia, for instance, 
vas negotiating with Great Brit- 
in early in 1939 and wanted as- 
urances concerning certain Polish 
crritory, but the British felt that 
dhercnce to the pledges which 
uaranteed the territorial integ- 
ity of Poland was paramount. If 
Britain had been more "practical," 
OTiuld Stalin have signed the al- 
iance in 1939 with Hitler which 
;ave the Nazis their hoped for 
issurance of a one-front operation 
md which enabled Germany to 
tart the war? 
There's another question, too, 


vhich will have to be answered by 
he school of thought which es- 
oouses the. "practical." 
Hitler 


wanted the city of Danzig. He 
irgued that the "Polish Corridor" 
;ct up by the Treaty of Versailles 
eally bisected German territory, 
n the case of the Suedcten sec; 
ion of Czechoslovakia populated 
jy Germans, the Munich confer- 
^nce of 1938 which was governed 
wholly by-"practical" philosophy, 
gave Hitler distinct 
encourage- 


ment. If the British and French 
statesmen had been "practical' in 
.939 and had given Hitler his Dan- 
zig and revised, the "Polish Corri- 
dor" set-up as simply a mistake of 
.919, just as Mr. Stalin now argues 
that the failure to grant the Cur- 
zon Line to Russia was a mistake 
of the Versailles conference, would 
lot such appeasement in 1939 have 
tept Europe at peace as it did in 
1938? 


If a small matter of European 


territory, thousands of miles away 
:rom us, is unimportant- as so 
many of the "practical" folks are 
saying about the partition of Po- 
and -then why was the Europ- 
ean war permitted to break out in 
September, 1939? If weak nations 
ike Poland are to be carved up in 
1945 why couldn't they have been 
carved up in 1939 and saved the 
millions of lives and the maiming 


of millions more In thli w»r thif 
now has cone five and a htlt 
years? 


The "practical" folki m»y not 


be able to answer those question! 
without revealing their own in.§ 
consistency and their own I«ck of 
ogic. The adherents to "principle" 
who are sometimes called "pertec. 
ionists" ' can however, 
aniwtr 


those question: 
unhesitantlnily 


and can face the returning servlcj 
men without equivocation. For the»- 
dealist 
believes implicitly tint 


his war was begun and will fa 
ought to the end to tecure respect 
for "principle," to maintain tht 
pledged word of states, and to re- 
vive morality among states. Tht 
basic "principle" behind the worth- " 
while sacrifices being made today 
n this war is. a belief in funds, 
mental justice. Along with that 
iclief goes a condemnation of evil 
no matter whether it rears in] 
icad on -the side of an ally or a • 
'•x. 


The believer In "principle" can- 


not -condone -in an ally any be- 
lavior that emulates that of tn» 
.otalitarian enemies 
now beinr 


crushed by the sword. The reason 
:or this war, as the defenders of* 
'principle" see it, is that neither 
Hitler nor any other totalitarian 
ruler can be trusted to keep tht 
peace no matter what concession! 
are given. Appeasement and com- 
promise never pay in dealing with* 
the selfish or with those greedy for 
power or with those who exclude 
Ihe "Four Freedoms" from their 
people. 


Fortunately, in the democratic!, 


public discussion of these issue! 
is still permitted though some off 
the "practical" school of thought 
think that criticism of an ally for 
failure to adhere to the "Four 
Freedoms" should be suppressed, 
It would appear that fears of dis- 
unity have been widely exaggerted.- 
Practically speaking, Russia andv* 
the United States and Britain art 
bound together by a common aim 
to defeat Germany aided by our 
manpower and supplies. Despitt 
the criticisms of Russia,, for in- 
stance, it appears that her arming! 
are proceeding vigorously and ml 
are the armies of Britain »nd 
France and. America. Evidenly 
nothing that has been (aid in thi 
country by the minority of be- 
lievers in "principle" has given 
Goebbels enough ammunition-to<)• 
bolster his armies to defeat ours. 
The Allies seem to be makinc 
wonderful 
progress across thi 


Rhine anyway. 


The sooner the victory Is won, 


the sooner discussion on fundi- 
mental issues can be carried on 9 
without the hysterical cry that .to 
speak the truth about ourselves U 
to aid the enemy.
